DUTIES OF COMMITTEE LISTED 


Applications for public housing and urban renewal from muni- 
cipalities in the Province will be examined by the Alberta Housing 
and Urban Renewal Committee as they are received, according to 
A.W. Morrison, Deputy Minister of Municipal Affairs and Chairman 
of the new Committee. He said urban renewal studies and proposals 
are advanced beyond the planning stage in both Edmonton and Cal- 
gary and preliminary enquiries have been received covering both pub- 
lic housing and urban renewal applications from several other Alberta 
municipalities. Recommendations on these projects by the six-man 
Committee, representative of federal, provincial and municipal gov- 
ernment levels, to the Provincial Government will be followed by 
scrutiny and recommendations of the Federal authority at Ottawa, 
Mr. Morrison stated. 


Appointment of the six member Committee was authorized by 
order in council dated January 5, last. The functions and duties of 
the Committee were set down in order as follows: 


(a) To promote interest in housing legislation among Alberta 
municipalities 


(b) To review from time to time the progress being made in ur-

In the time at my disposal, | want to deal briefly with some as- 
pects of municipal affairs in which | am sure many of you are keenly 
interested. | propose to deal with three subjects - the Provincial 
Municipal Advisory Committee; the development of New Towns and 
the matter of housing and urban renewal. 

The Provincial-Municipal Advisory Committee, consisting of 
six members, was first established in 1959. Its purpose has been to 
bring about closer and more harmonious relations between the Govern- 
ment of Alberta and the local governments of our municipalities. Mem- 
bers on the Committee, apart from myself as Chairman and one other 
Minister of the Provincial Cabinet, are selectedby the two municipal 
organizations. The Alberta Association of Municipal Districts and 
Counties chose J.M. McKay and G.W. Moyer, President and Vice- 
President of that Association, to serve on the committee, while the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities is represented by Ross L. Ellis, former 
mayor of High River, together with Kenneth G. Newman, former 
Mayor of the Townof Jasper Place and now an alderman on Edmonton's 
City Council. 

I should like to say we have been singularly fortunate in the cal- 
ibre of public men chosen to the membership of the Committee. We 
take pride in the fact that we have been able to work together as a 
team. We are all deeply cognizant of the problems faced by the rural 
and urban municipalities of this Province and we are doing our level 
best to help formulate and apply solutions to these problems. Even 
though many remain, much has been done by this Committee to help 
in the progress of bothour rural and oururban areas. More equitable 
taxation, equalized assessments, the school foundation program and 
a wider tax base, including power lines and pipe lines, are examples 
of the progressive measures all studied and advocated by your com- 
mittee. 

NEW TOWNS: 
| turn now to what we in Alberta have chosen to call New Towns. 


Legislation providing for the establishment of New Towns was 
passed in 1956. It provides a means whereby orderly andeconomical 
development might be assured in urban centres that come into being 
almost overnight, as it were. The need for such legislation became 
evident largely through the discovery of newoil fields. A quiet little 
hamlet might turn into ateeming urban community inno time. To help 
to copy with this type of situation, the New Towns Act provides that 
loans to a maximum of $1,000,000 can be made by the government 
for the installation of sewer and water or other necessary services be- 
fore there is sufficient assessment inexistence to provide for adequate 
borrowings otherwise. 


The Act gives the Provincial Government a greater measure of 
direct control thanexists in ordinary towns andvillages. This is ne- 
cessary until development reaches the place where the town can safely 
administer its own affairs. 

The Act provides for a Board of Administrators of any number not 
exceeding seven, made up of civil servants and local residents. In 
practice, the majority of such councils is usually civil servants ap- 
pointed from various Departments having a direct part to play in 
municipal administration. 


Alberta's first New Town under this legislation was Drayton 
Valley, which at tne time was undergoing tremendous development 
as a result of oil discoveries there. Drayton Valley has long since 
gone on to become a fully-autonomous town and isa credit to its people 
and to the Province. The same maybe said about the Town of Hinton 
which required special assistance because of the building of the large 
pulp mill complex located there. After its early development as a 
New Town, Hinton, too, moved forward to townstatus and has been 
administering its local affairs quite successfully ever since. 


You will remember also that the Town of St. Albert, faced with 
sudden and substantial increases in population a few years ago, also 
sought and was granted New Town status so as to be in a financial 
position to take care of the vast new growth and extension of services 
requiredto meet their situation. St. Albert has also reverted to ordinary 
town status. 


Two others are the New Town of Swan Hills, created as a result 
of oil activity . . . and Whitecourt, which is now prepared for the

development of a multi-million dollar pulp mill complex, announced 
recently by Premier Manning. 

Inaddition to those already mentioned, Fort McMurray was 
granted New Town status just a year ago andsince then has been making 
progress towards the provisionof services required by a population ex- 
pected to exceed 4,500 upon completion of the plant of The Great 
Canadian Oil Sands. 

HIGH LEVEL: 


And now on June Istof this year, High Level became our latest 
New Town. This thriving community is located at the junction of the 
MacKenzie highway and the highway to Fort Vermilion, 177 miles due 
north of the Townof Peace River. It is the hubof transportation and 
shipping in northern Alberta. It is also the centre of an important 
lumbering industry and oil development is looking promising at this 
date. Thousands of acres of virgin farm lands are being opened, also. 
Two years ago the populationof the settlement was 150. Today there 
are more than four times this total and the number is still growing. 
The immediate problem faced by High Level is the provision of anade- 
quate water supply andwith New Town status it will be possible for the 
good citizens of thisnorthern centre to finance the installationof such 
amenities as sewer and water on terms which they can afford. 


High Level already has itsownrailroadsiding (onthe new Great 
Slave Railroad) and two grainelevators are now in operation. Others 
are being built. | have no doubt that the peopleof Alberta will be 
watching the development of this northern town with close attention. 
"Go north, young man" could well become our newslogan. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I'd recommend it, having visited this district not very 
long ago. 


HOUSING and URBAN RENEWAL: 


Turning now to the subject of public housing and urban renewal , 
| shall have time only to draw your attention to the fact that the move- 
ment just getting underway in this Province isof major importance to 
all of us. In 1964, the Federal Government amended its housing le- 
gislationon a broader and more liberal basis. At our recent Session, 
the Legislature passed acomplementary housing Act, making it possi- 
ble for our municipalities to take full advantage of these more generous 
provisions. 


Briefly, the Federal legislation may be divided into two sections: 
that dealing with public housing and that covering the question of ur- 
ban renewal. In regard to public housing, which is designed to pro- 
vide new homes for lower income families, the Federal Government, 
through the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, will provide 
75 percent of the capital costs for approved housing projects. Under 
Alberta's new Housing Act, the Province will take up an additional 
15 per cent of capital costs, leaving the municipality to take care of 
the remaining 10 per cent. These percentages apply also to the di- 
vision of profits or assumption of losses. 

The breakdown of urban renewal costs is slightly different. In 
this case the Federal Government is prepared to assume 50 percent of 
costs for the acquisition, clearing and development of renewal projects, 
with the Province, under the recent legislation, prepared to assume 
a further 30 percent. This leaves 20 percent of the cost of urban pro- 
jects for the municipality concerned to assume. 


All urban renewal projects must be approved by the Federal 
Government and by the Province in much the same manner as Winter 
Works projects have been processed during the past several years. 
While this program can apply to hamlets in a rural (To Page 7)

The summary of the twelve remaining pieces of le- 


gislation appear below. Ed. 





@ The Farm Purchase Credit Act, 1963 


Section 10, subsection (2) is amended by striking out the words 
"Public Utilities Board" and by substituting the words "Local Author- 
ities Board". 

Anew section 13a precedes the provisions dealing with assistance 
to farm purchasers. It will now permit applications to be made by 
buyers under existing agreements or mortgagers under existing mort- 
gages to have the agreement or mortgage terminated and replaced by 
the type of agreement presently authorized by the Act where the Board 
sells to the applicant who needs assistance under the Act in order to 
purchase farm lands. This new type of application will be dealt with 
as much as possible in the same manner as the present type. 

@ The Fire Prevention Act 


Section 5, setting out the persons who shall be local assistants 
to the fire commissioner, is amended to apply toall municipalities in- 
stead of justa city, townor village in one case or to a town, village, 
county or municipal district in the other case. 


Section4] is amended by adding a new clause (d1) which permits 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council to make regulations prescribing 
standards for fire apparatus in fire fighting equipment. 

@ The Local Authorities Board Act 


Section70 is amended to require that the municipality shall ob- 
tain the approval of the Local Authorities Board for the raising of money 


by debenture before commencing or undertaking the works or project. 


Section 71, subsection (2) has been struck out and a newclause 
has been substituted which provides that after an application has been 
made to the Board for approval of a by-law providing for adebenture , 
no further action including advertising shall be taken by the urban 
municipality until the authorization of the Board has been obtained. 


Sections 120 and 124 are amended to make it quite clear that 
the effective date of orders for annexing or separating land from an 


urban municipality or a city shall be uponthe date named in the order 


or in the absence of any date therein upon the date of the publication 
of the order in the Gazette. 
@ The Local Authorities Pension Act 
A new section 9a authorizes the Lieutenant Governor in Coun- 


cil to make regulations as to the rate of contributions, recognized 


pensionable service and amounts of pensions payable if the employees 
to whom this Actapplies become participants under the Canada Pen- 
sion Plan. 


@ The Domestic Animals (Municipalities) Act 
Section 2 and 2a: Section 2 is amended and a new section 2a 
is added to provide that the provisions of this Act may be made appli- 
cable to the Special Areas by order of the Minister. 


Section 19 (6): Subsection (4) of section 19 permits the council 
to pass a by-law prohibiting the grazing of domestic animals on un- 
fenced land other than lands in respect of which the actual owner has 
a right of occupation. Section 19, subsection (6) defines the persons 
to be considered as owners of land and one of these is a person who 
holds land as a lessee of patentedland. The amendment deletes the 
words "of patented land" as all lessees of land whether patented or 
not, should be considered as owners for the purpose of this Act. 

Section 26 (3): Anew subsection (3) is added to section 26 which 
permits the council to give a gratuity not exceeding one hundred dollars 
each year to a poundkeeper as some inducement for an individual to 


accept such appointment in viewof the fact that it isbecoming more 
difficult to interest persons inaccepting the appointment as a pound- 
keeper. 

Section 63 (1): Subsection (1) of section 63 is amended to delete 
the requirement that the consent of the Minister must be obtained for 
holding of a roundup of all horses and cattle unlawfully running at 
large in the municipality. 

@ The Civil Defence and Disaster Act 

Section 7, Subsection (4) is amended to permit the council to 
put into operation an approved plan if a disaster occurs or is eminent 
and may take whatever action it considers advisable to meet the dis- 
aster. 

The present sections 8 and 9 only provide for a state of emer- 
gency because of the threats of war dangers and for the putting into 
effect inthe Province civil defence plans for the protection of persons 
from such threats. The new section? provides for astate of emergency , 
because of an actual or apprehended disaster (whether caused by war 
or otherwise) and for the putting into effect of disaster plans not only 
for the protection but also for rescue, relief and other forms of assis~ 
tance. 

Anew section 9a provides for the sharing of costs where any ex- 
penditure withrespect to adisaster is made by the Province within or 
for the benefit of a municipality. 


@ The Municipal District Act 

Section 5 (1): Section 5, subsection (1) is amended by adding 
after the words "Where a thing to be done" the words "by a council 
or an official or employee of a municipal district". This amendment 
will limit the scope of the ministerial orders extending the time for 
doing things that were not done or could not be done at a required 
time, to things to be done by the council or anofficial or employee . 

Section 55: Section 55 previously contained limitations as to the 
amount of money that could be paid to acouncillor for attendance at 
council meetings, supervision, committee meetings, etc. The amended 
section has taken out all of the limitations as to per diemrates, mileage 
rates and the number of days for which a councillor may be paid for 
council meétings, supervision and committee meetings. 


Section 61, clauses (p) and (s) have been amended to add the 
words “or other similiar institution" after the words "chartered bank" . 


Section 96 (6) and Section 102 (1) and (3): These sections pre- 
viously required that the annual meeting of the ratepayers commence 
not earlier than tena.m. and not laterthan onep.m. The amendment 
does away with these limitations and permits the council to determine 
the time at which the meeting is to commence. The amendment would 
also permit the Inspector's Report to be read at any time during the 
meeting. 


Section 104: This section is repealed as an unnecessary dupli- 
cation of section 103. 


Section 106: At present there are no procedures in the Act to 
be followed in the event insufficient nominations are received on 
nomination day to fill the vacancies. Thus the amendment to section 
106 sets out the procedure tobe takenin such acase, similar to those 
effective in towns, villages and cities. 


Section 251 (1): The amendment corrects areference by striking 
out the words "or 249", 

Section 294 (9): As subsection (9) presently reads, an order for 
relief of anindigent person must be signed by amember of the council 
and the Secretary-Treasurer. The amendment would permit one per- 
son appointed by the council to issue such orders. 


Section 297 (5): As the Act presently reads it is compulsory that 
a vote be held over the whole municipality if a water and/or a sewer 
system is to be installed in a hamlet. The amendment would permit 
the by-law to be advertised and if a petition was received from ten 
per cent of the proprietary electors asking fora vote then avote must 
be taken. 

Section 323a (3) and (5a): Section 323a permits the collection 
of mobile homes licenses on a monthly basis by agreement. The sec- 
tion is amended to permit the collection of such licenses by install- 
ments in advance, by agreement between the municipality and the 
owner of mobile home. 

This section is also amended to exempt mobile homes from licen- 
sing while it is occupied as a residence on farm lands by a bona fide 
farmer. 

Section 326: This section is amended to delete the necessity 
of passing a by-law to take a census, for the planting and protection 
of trees or for the establishment and maintenance of public scales. 

Section 326a: This section authorizing the council to collect 
fees for farmers organizations by agreement is repealed. 


Section 326c: This section is amended to delete the necessity 











of passing a by-law authorizing the taking of a plebiscite. 

Section 331 (4) and (7): The addition of the words "in each 
year" to subsections (4) and (7) will make it abundantly clear that 
the council must pass a by-law in each year setting the mill rates for 
general taxation and for business tax purposes. 


o The Municipal and Provincial Properties Valuation Act 


Section 3: The amendment to this section merely provides that 
the action required by the assessor shall be taken subject to the pro- 
visions contained in section 7, subsection (2a), if and when the pro- 
posed section 7 (2a) is proclaimed. (Effective on Assent). 


Section 6: This section is amended by adding a newsubsection 
(2) to provide uniformity in the assessment of generating, commun- 
ications and substation equipment as compared with the assessment of 
other types of property assessable under the provisions of The Assess- 
ment Act and The City Act. (Effective on Assent). 


Sectionéa: This isa newsection and has the effect of providing 
that depreciation shall be allowed annually to amaximum of fifty per 
cent in respect of machinery and equipment assessable under this Act. 
This arrangement will ensure uniformity with the assessment of other 
machinery and equipment assessable under the provisions of The Assess~ 
ment Act and The City Act. (Effective date to be fixed by proclama- 
tion). 

Section 7 (2a): Section 7 is amended by adding a new subsec- 
tion (2a) which will authorize the allowance of annual depreciation 
onCrown owned and municipdlly owned improvements subject to val- 
vation under this Act andeffective on proclamation, if andwhen sim- 
ilar legislation contained in The City Act and The Assessment Act 
providing for annual depreciation on buildings may be proclaimed. 
(Effective on Assent). 


Section 8 (1): This section has been amended to include any 
type or class of property leased from the Crown by a municipality . 


@ The Town and Village Act 


Section 5 subsection (1) has been amended by adding the words 
"by a council or an official or employee of a town or village" after 
the words "If anything that is to be done". 

Section 13 (1) (b): Section 13, subsection (1), clause (b) is 
amended by striking out the word "voters" andsubstituting the words 
"proprietary elector". As section 13 now reads apetition for the form- 
ation of a village could be signed by 20 persons who would not be 
ratepayers if the village was formed and who wouldnot be entitled to 
vote at the first election of councillors. The amendment would re- 
quire the petition to be signed by persons who would be ratepayers 
and who would be entitled to vote at the election of councillors. 


Section 18 (1) (a): Section 18, subsection (1), clause (a) is 
amended by striking out the words "resident land". This amendment 
will bring this section into conformity with The City Act and will per- 
mit the owners of land whether resident or not, to make application 
for the annexation of land instead of only permitting resident owners 
to make such an application. 


Section 20 (1): Section 20, subsection (1) is amended by striking 
out the words "or any part thereof". As section 20 now reads, when 
a new village is formedor land is annexed to the village, the arrears 
of taxes, if any are transferredto the village. The amendment would 
not permit the arrears of taxes to be transferred to the village in the 
case of annexations and this would avoid the present confliction with 
annexation and separationorders issued by the Local Authorities Board 
under authority of section 18 of The Town and Village Act whereby 
the Board has authority to order an annexation on such terms as the 
Board may decide. 


Section 23 (4) Section 23, subsection (4) is amended by striking 
out clause (c) and substituting new clauses (e) and (d). These amend- 
ments are required torectify inconsistencies. As clause (c) nowreads 
the term of office of the councillors expires upon the election of the 
new councillors and the election is approximately three weeks prior 
to the first meeting of the new council when the newcouncillors are 
sworn into office which would leave none of the councillors with auth- 
ority to act between the date of the election and the date of the first 
meeting. The amendments would provide that the term of office of 
the old councillors would continue until the new councillors were sworn 
into office. The amendment would also set the date of the first meeting 
of the council for the first Saturday in September, 7:30 p.m. at aplace 
to be fixed by the Secretary-Treasurer. 


Section 29: Subsection (1), clause (a) and subsection (3) are 
amended to strike out the word "fifth" and substituting the word 
"fourth". 


Section 46 (3): As a result of amendments made to this section 
in 1964 the date of the first meeting of council was set for the fourth 
Monday following nomination day which was October 19th in 1964. 
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Section 134 provides that the election shall be held on the same day 
of the week as nomination day but in the third following week which 
was October 14th in 1964, The spread in these dates was only five 
days so that it was impossible for the secretary to give the councillors 
six clear days notice of the date of the first meeting of the council 
consequently the proposed amendment was made whereby the secre- 
tary would forthwith after the result of the elections had been de- 
clared give written notice of the first meeting to each councillor. 


Section 60 (6): A new subsection (6) to section 60 permits the 
council to authorize the payment of travelling, subsistence and out 
of pocket expenses to members or employees of the council who have 
been appointed delegates to attend conventions or conferences. 

Section 62: To provide for the holding of an election for the 
office of mayor of a town, when the office is vacated for any reason , 
with acouncillor appointed to the position only until the election has 
been held. No special election needbe heldunless the vacancy oc- 
curs within 4 months before the third Friday of September. 

Amendments also provide for re-assumption to office of coun- 
cillor temporarily filling the office of mayor and for the completion 
of a new voters’ list if the specialelection is held 4 months after the 
generalelection. Otherwise, the voters' listused at the last general 
election applies. 

Section 64: To add the office of mayor in a town to the pro- 
visions of the section, so that the Minister can order an election, if 
such becomes necessary, not only for vacancies of office of coun- 
cillor, but for mayor also, of appoint persons to fill the vacancies , 
if the number of members of the council has beenreduced to less than 
a quorum. 


The amendments also provide that the Minister can issue an order 
that where the number of members of acouncil is reduced to less than a 
quorum, he can provide that the remaining members of council shall 
be deemed to be a quorum until elections are heldto fill the vacancies . 


Section 107(1) (e): A new clause has been added to section 
107, subsection (1) which would qualify an owner or purchaser of land 
in an area annexed to the town or village after the date of comple- 
tion of the voters list and before nomination day, to be nominated and 
electedas a member of the council. Previously such a person's name 
must appear upon the voters' list, but if the landhadnot been annexed 
before making up the voters! lists then he was noteligible to be no- 
minated and elected. This amendment would be gro Page 6)

Section 127: Amended to provide that polling places or polling 
divisions, whichever the town or village uses, shall not have more 
than 300 electors. 

Section 226: The present section 226 requires that a poll shall 
be kept open from 10 a.m. to7 p.m. This conflicts with the provisions 
of section 154 which provides different hours for keeping pools open 
in different sized municipalities. The newsection 226 would provide 
for keeping the polls open during the same hours as set out in section 
154. 

Section 256 (1) (c): Section 256, subsection (1), clause (c) is 
amended by striking out the words "the time or". Certain sections of 
The Town and Village Act such as section 274 (3) requires that the 
council take action by by-law on or before a specific date. As sec- 
tion 256 now reads a by-law passed by the council is valid and binding 
notwithstanding any lack of compliance with the act in the time or 
the manner of passing the by-law unless an application to quash it is 
made within two months after the passing of the by-law. In an effort 
to overcome the conflictionof section 256 with other sections of the 
Act it is proposed to delete the words "the time or". 


Section 257: Provision already contained elsewhere in this Act 
and The Local Authorities Board Act for what this section provides , 
also section inconsistent with amendments proposed to Section 420. 
Hence the repeal of Section 257. 


Section 261 (1): A new clause (c) is added tosection 261, sub- 
section (1) which would permit the council by by-law to add the costs 
of removing from a highway and storage of vehicles to any fine or 
penalty imposed for the breach or non-observance of any provision of 
any law or by-law relating to traffic. 

Section 273: To remove the requirement that a subdivision plan 
must be at least 10 years old, before the council can acquire sub- 
divided lands for resale as building sites. 


Section 277: Section 277 is amended to provide that instead of 
requiring a compulsory vote of the proprietary electors to approve a 
by-law authorizing the expenditure on purchase of land or erection of 
building in excess of one thousand dollars or five mills on the net total 
assessment of land, buildings and improvements, whichever is the 
greater, the council can proceed in accordance with the provisions 
of section 298 which provides for a vote on a by-law only if a peti- 
tion is receivedasking for a vote after the proposed by-law has been 
advertised. 

Section 280 (1): Section 280 subsection (1) is amended to require 
that a by-law be passed to authorize the purchase or lease of land for 
anairport. Previously there was no direction as to the manner in which 
this acquisition was to be made. 

Section 286a: Section 286a presently provides that the town 
or village may be held liable for damages caused to an owner or other 
person having an interest in land adjacent to land upon which the 
town or village erects or constructs a work or structure such as an over- 
pass. The amendment to this section provides that the town or village 
would not be liable for damages because of the constructionof boule- 
vards down the centre of a highway or where traffic is restricted to one 
direction only. 

Section 298; Section 298 sets out the procedure to be followed 
by a council when disposing of land. Among these procedures is the 
requirement that the by-law must be submitted for approval of the 
Local Authorities Board when apetition is not receivedrequesting that 
the by-law be submitted for approval of the proprietary electors. 
These requirements in effect impose uponthe Local Authorities Board 
the duty of policing the councils to make certain they comply with the 
provisions of thissection. The Local Authorities Board shouldnot have 
to make certain that the councils are proceeding as required when they 
can pass many other by-laws without any such policing. The amend- 
ments would delete any reference to the Local Authorities Board for 
approval of such by-laws. 

Section 315a; This is a new section which would permit the 
councils to pass anti-littering by-law similar to the powers of the cities 
under the City Act. 

Section 329b (3): This section permits the collection of mobile 
homes licenses on a monthly basis by agreement. The section is 
amended to permit the collection of such licenses by instalments in 
advance, by agreement between the town or village and the owner 
of the mobile home. 

Section 332: This section permits the council to make grants to 
various organizations. The section is amended to permit a grant being 
given to a local band organization. 


Section 333: This section is amendedto delete thenecessity of

Section 347 (2) and (3): Section 347 as it presently reads requires 
that the acquisition ofa public utility must be approved by a vote of 
the proprietary electors. The amendment would delete the provision 
that acompulsory vote must be heldand in its place the council would 
have to proceed as required by section 298 whereby the council must 
advertise the by-law and if a petition is received from 5% or 250 pro- 
prietary electors whichever is the lesser, the by-law must be submitted 
for the approval of the proprietary electors. If a vote is required for 
the acquisition of a public utility it must receive approval of two- 
thirds of those voting. 


Section 353 (4) and (7): The addition of the words "in each 
year" to subsections (4) and (7) will make it abundantly clear that the 
council must passa by-law ineach year setting the mill rates for gen- 
eral taxation and for business tax purposes. 

Section 396: Amended to make it abundantly clear that a local 
improvement project may consist of an entire water system or sewer 
system and not just the actual sewer pipe and water mains, as the Act 
is now being interpreted as meaning. 


Section396a: A new section 396a permits the council to auth- 
orize the oiling of streets to be undertaken as a local improvement 
and permits the levying of a special frontage assessment only during 
the year in which the oiling is undertaken.

Section 304a is amended to provide that the school requisitions 
the School Foundation Programme shall in future be remitted on or 
before the first days of each months of May, August and November .

Section 63 is amended to prohibit a municipality from imposing 
a fee, or charge inrespect of a public service or commercial vehicle 
on a person who holds a public service or commercial vehicle certi- 
ficate. Other than a business tax where the certificate holder main- 
tains an office. This prohibition does not apply in a city, town or

enormously in the last few years. This new Act provides a procedure 
for obtaining exemptions without petitioning for a private Act. 

Anon-profit organization that is liable to assessment and taxa- 
tion inrespect of property used by it for any charitable, educational , 
religious, benevolent or welfare purpose or any other purpose to the 
public advantage or benefit may now apply to the Local Authorities 
Board for exemption from assessment and taxation. A copy of the ap- 
plications shall be forwarded to the municipality in which the property 
issituated. The municipality has forty days to advise the Board whether 
or not it objects to the application and if an objection is raised, the 
Board shall hold a hearing. 

Where anexemption has been granted under this Act or by pri- 
vate Act and the municipality considers that the exemption should be 
rescinded or varied, it may apply to the-Board for a review. A copy 
of the application must be forwarded to the organization concerned 
which then has 40 days to object. 


The Board after completing an investigation shall make a report 
tothe Minister who shall submit the report to the Lieutenant Governor

Affairs, A. W. 


Morrison, Deputy Minister, introduced members of his staff who were 
present and reported briefly on the Winter Works Incentive Program. 
He said only twelve projects out of several hundred qualify under the 
extended terms as outlined by the Federal authorities. 


This being a joint session, Mr. Morrison, J.B. Laidlaw, As- 
sessment Commissioner, and Bruce Ramsay, Chief Municipal Inspector , 
outlined major changes in legislation which applied both to rural and 
to urban municipalities. Mr. Morrison said the new Alberta Housing 
Act dealt with public housing andurban renewal. Public housing, he 
said, was designed to help low income families and the costs incurred 
under the program wouldbe divided 75 per cent federal, 15 per cent 
provincial and 10 per cent municipal, with the profits and losses divided 
on the same basis. Referring to urban renewal, he said the costs of 
acquisition, clearing and developing would be divided on a 50-30-20 
per cent basis between the three levels of government. 


Mr. Laidlaw spoke briefly on amendments to The Electric Power 
and Pipeline Assessment Act, The Municipal and Provincial Properties 
Valuation Act and The Assessment Act while Mr. Ramsay outlined pro- 
visions to re-establish markers under The Alberta Surveys Act and to 
speed up help in the event of disaster under The Civil Defence Act. 
Mr. Ramsay said an amendment to The Fire Protection Act provided 
for standardization of fire fighting equipment in all municipalities and 
referring to the Public Service Pensions he saidchanges could now be 
made if necessary to fit in with the Canada Pension Plan. 


SEPARATE URBAN and RURAL SESSIONS: 


Further discussions of amendments to legislation were held at se- 
parate sessions Thursday morning. Commenting on changes enabling 
higher rates for supervision, Mr. Morrison said many municipalities 
had made no increases with others raising the rates to $20 per day 
from the former $15. He said provision is now made to postpone nom- 
ination meetings where candidates may be difficult to find. 


In thissession Mr. Ramsay discussed changes in The County Act 
enabling the county council to set up an agricultural committee to re- 
place the agricultural service board. He said the administration of 
The Domestic Animals Act had been transferred to the Department of 
Agriculture. Provisions relating to The Town and Village Act and 
exemption of property used for municipal purposes were also subject 
to close scrutiny by the urban section. 


Further sessions during the afternoon featured annual general 
meetings of the Municipal District Secretary-Treasurers Association 
and the Urban Secretary-Treasurers Association during which new ex- 
ecutives were elected. 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES and PLANNING: 


Municipal authority in the field of planning and an outline of 
work of the Local Authorities Board featured a joint session on Friday 
morning.

ALBERTA... 


The boundary of the Province follows the 49th parallel as does 
that of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, but only for a distance of about 
180 miles before it strikes northwestward following the ridge of the 
Rocky Mountains to a point close to the 55th parallel and then turns 
directly north. From the Saskatchewan border inthe southern area the 
plain rises gradually from about 2,500 feet above sea level to nearly 
4,000 feet as it merges into the foothills of the Rocky Mountains. 
This foothill areais part of the Western Cordilleran Region. The Al- 
berta Rockies have numerous peaks of from 10,000 to 12,294 feet, 
all of them close to or on the British Columbia boundary. 


The southern half of the Province is subject in winter to cold 
dry air masses of continental polar air, moderated from time to time 
by the Chinook winds. Summers are warm with abundant sunshine but 
rainfall is meagre, particularly in the southwest, and is extremely 
variable with periodic droughts. In areas where precipitation is more 
precarious, large irrigation projects have been developed, taking their 
water supply from the rivers rising inthe mountains to the west. There 
are altogether over half a millionacres of irrigated land in Alberta. 


Thus, while the prairie wheat-growing belt extends into central 
Alberta and this Province is the second largest producer of wheat in 
Canada, its agricultural output is quite diversified. @

The move followed a visit to the northern centre in May 
by a party headed by Hon. A.J. Hooke, Hon. Henry Ruste, Minister 
of Lands and Forests and Hon. Harry Strom, Minister of Agriculture, 
during which local problems were examined at close range. 


The New Townof High Level is494miles north of Edmonton at 
the junction of the MacKenzie and the Fort Vermilion Highways . 
Chairman of the Board of Administrators is Albert A. McLarty, a 
High Level businessman. Len GurelandD.F. Edgar, of the Municipal 
Inspection Branch, Edmonton, are the other members of the Board. e

(d) Tosupervise the efficiency and effectiveness of the opera- 
tion of housing legislationand to make recommendations therein de- 
signed to facilitate the operation thereof 


(e) To conduct surveys and otherwise study the housing needs 
of any municipality in Alberta 


(f) Tomake such recommendations as may be deemed advisable 
to the respective Federal and Provincial agencies relative to the gen- 
eral principle of applications from Alberta municipalities, and to ar- 
range for the proper examination by qualified personnel of technical 
details and information involved in such applications 


(g) To concern itself with any activity which in the opinion of 
the Committee is deemed to lead to improvement in housing conditions 
generally throughout Alberta 

Terms of financing the various programs as established by The 
National Housing Act and The Alberta Housing Act are 75 per cent 
of the actual approved cost by the Federal government, 15 per cent 
by the provincial government and 10 per cent by the municipality for 
projects involving public housing only, while costs of acquisition, of 
land, demolition of buildings and development of basic utilities under 
an urban renewal program will be divided on a 50-30-20 per cent 


basis between the three levels of government. e 
eo ee nas

Member of the Local Authorities Board. A discussion period followed 
the addresses with the three speakers being questioned briskly. 


In his address Mr. Brownlee described Alberta's Planning Act 
as "a very excellent piece of legislation" but expressed reservations 
about conditional development permits wherein he thought the Act 
should be more specific. He said he was strongly in favor of regional 
planning and urged every municipality to participate. "It will prove 
of great benefit to all concerned," he concluded. 


In a comprehensive and timely address, Mr. Polonuk outlined 
the history of planning in Alberta and explained various terms and 
procedures of planning and subdivision control. 


Mr. Morris reported on the responsibilities of the Local Auth- 
orities Board and pointed out that there are 95 private Acts in the Pro- 
vince which now grant exemptions from assessment and taxation. He 
said the Board is going to review all of these and thought it likely 
that formal hearings would be involved. Following the reviews re- 
commendations on each will go to the Cabinet for final decision. 


LOCAL TRAFFIC: 


Phases local traffic problems and their control were dealt with 
by two panels at the Friday afternoon session. The unique form of 
presentation included a panel of secretaries citing common problems 
which was followed by the second panel of experts who suggested ef- 
fective measures for their solution. 


Members of the secretary-treasurers' panel were Frank Martin 
(County of Wheatland) who spoke on load limits; Alfred Hawkins 
(County of Strathcona) speaking ontravel bans; J.A. Clark (Town of 
Fort Saskatchewan) whose paper was on stop and yield signs; Norman 
Crawford (Town of Whitecourt) who was critical of lack of uniformity 
in enforcement as well as in verdicts and penalties by police magis- 
trates. 


Commenting onthe problems raised were E.W. Simpson, Assis- 
tant Manager, Motor Vehicle Branch inCalgary; J. Klipper, Attorney 
General's Inspection Branch; and Sgt.R. H. Thompson of the R.C.M.P. 


FINAL SESSION: 


Winding up the conference on Saturday morning, the second 
panel dealt with personal and public relations. Dr. Authur Kratzman, 
Executive Director of the Alberta School Trustees Association, was 
moderator, while panellists were Guy Tomilson, Bruce Ramsay, Pro- 
fessor Glen Eyford, D.A. Bancroft and J.E. Mulloy. e 
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
